Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach each first sub metal layer 
being formed by a plurality of first unit cells arranged in rows and columns to form a two- 
dimensional array structure, and each first unit cell has a main body and a plurality of 
connecting arms joining adjacent first unit cells and each of the second sub metal layer 
being formed by a plurality of second unit cells arranged in rows and columns to form a 
two- dimensional array structure, the second metal layer is situated below the first metal 
layer, each second unit cell is corresponding to individual first unit cell in a one-on-one 
manner, and adjacent second unit cells are joined with one another, and each second 
unit cell is made of a metal wire loop.
